HOPE STILL EXIST. COMMUNISTS WON, BUT COMMUNISTS HERE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ARE ALSO VIETNAMESE. US HAS CONTINUING OBLIGATION 
TO SEE HUMANITARIANISM, DECENCY OBSERVED, POSSIBLY 
THROUGH FRANCE'S MEDIATION. 

PHINQ SAYS AVOIDING RECRIMINATION OVER SVN LOSS IS NOT 
TO RECLOSE DEBATE, EFFORT TO UNDERSTAND WHAT WENT 

WRONG. US POLICY ITSELF WAS FLAWED, NOT ITS IMPLEMENTA-

AND FOREIGNERS; CITES CAMBODIA CASE WHERE WHAT LITTLE 
KNOWN SO FAR NOT ENCOURAGING. ADVISES NEW LEADERS IN 
BOTH COUNTRIES MUST ACT RESPONSIBLY IF THEY WISH WORLD 
RECOGNITION, TREATMENT AS RESPONSIBLE GOVTS. NYT'S 
LEWIS SAYS VN EXPERIENCE CRIES OUT FOR US TO RE- 
EXAMINE OUR PREMISES IN WORLD, WITH HAK INEVITABLY BEING
